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MEDIA OF EXCHANGE IN ANCIENT EGYPT

To most numismatists it is a seeming paradox that Egypt, incredibly 
ancient, incredibly rich, developed no coinage of her own before the 
advent of the Ptolemies. For four thousand years — for a period twice 
the length of time that has elapsed from the birth of Christ to the 
present — Egjqjt maintained a flourishing civilization that made 
uncounted cultural contributions. Yet it was only upon the assumption 
of the pharaonic titles by the Macedonian Ptolemies that Egyptian coin- 
age began, long after coinage had become a commonplace routine for 
most of her neighbors. 

It is the author’s purpose to discuss the various media of exchange 
used in pre-Ptolemaic Egypt and to review briefly the reasons for the 
failure of the development of money as such.* 

Historical Egypt might best be visualized as a long narrow oasis, 
nowhere broader than ten miles, clinging to the banks of the mighty 
Nile that, within the limits of Egypt proper, knows no tributary stream. 
During its last 100 miles before emptying into the Mediterranean, this 
river splits into a varying number of branches, which fan out in a 
delta” or triangular shape. Naturally, the oasis, itself a product of 
the river, also fans out into the same triangular shape. The narrow 
ribbon of oasis is traditionally called ‘‘Upper Egypt,” while the broad 
“Delta” and its approach is called “Lower Egypt.” 

Great deserts isolated Upper Egypt, except where the Nile pro- 
vided a difficult pathway into Nubia. Lower Egypt was accessible by 
sea, by a narrow coastal route from Libya, and by the Isthmus of Suez. 
All three routes, however, were difficult in ancient times, and provided 
Lower Egypt with a certain measure of isolation. 

Ancient Egyptian economy was based on agriculture. The annual 
Nile flood, overflowing the banks to deposit rich alluvial soil, provided 
crops which were the envy of the ancient world. All but a small percent

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of the people were fellahin (peasants), farming tiny plots of their own, 
or working on the large estates of Pharaoh, the nobles, or the priesthood. 
Craftsmen and artisans were usually connected with the Royal Palace, 
the temples, or the estates of the nobility, and were rarely independent 
tradesmen until late dynastic times. The few merchants and shop- 
keepers were confined to the large cities, such as Memphis. The scribes, 
usually trained in the temples, were mostly employed in the service of the 
state, of the temples, or of the nobility. Quarrying and mining were 
almost the exclusive privilege of Pharaoh. Foreign trade was virtually 
a royal monopoly, until late dynastic times.

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Private enterprise, under the conditions described, could hardly be 
expected to flourish. It was not until the time of the XXVI Dynasty, 
about 663 B. C., that the influence of the Greeks who had infiltrated 
into the Delta began to manifest itself in the gradual development of 
individual enterprise. 

Thus it may be seen that the prime requisites for the development of 
money and coinage were missing in Ancient Egypt. The lack of private 
enterprise, the homogeneity of the economic structure and of productive 
efforts, the relative geographic isolation, the royal monopoly of trade, 
and the marginal economic status of the millions of fellahin who formed 
the great bulk of the population, were all negative factors. 

OLD KINGDOM, 3200-2242 B. C. 

The first great period of Egyptian history started with the unifica- 
tion of Upper and Lower Egypt by the legendary King Menes, at about 
3200 B. C., and includes the first eight dynasties. Over a thousand years 
of cultural growth had preceded this unification, in both great sectors 
of the Nile valley. The introverted Old Kingdom did not carry on 
extensive intercourse with foreign lands, but rather functioned as a 
self-contained unit. The power of the Pharaoh was absolute, and is 
exemplified by the still enduring sphinx and great pyramids of Gizeh. 

Precise knowledge of media of exchange of this period is lacking. 
It is known, however, that most obligations were discharged in kind. 
Taxes and land rentals were traditionally paid in grain and domestic 
animals. 

There is evidence that even at this early date gold and copper rings 
of fixed weight circulated in a manner somewhat similar to money. 
Stone weights, marked with the equivalent of metal rings were believed 
to have been in use, necessitated by the fact that metal, even in standard 
rings, passed by weight. 

It is believed that small utensils of stone, pottery, and copper were 
used commonly enough and with sufficiently established value to merit 
being designated ‘‘media of exchange.” A group of Old Kingdom stone 
and pottery toilet utensils of such type are illustrated in plate I. 

It must not be forgotten that the use of the various objects described 
above was exceptional rather than common, and that trade in general 
was carried on by barter. 

MIDDLE KINGDOM (2052-1788 B. C.) 

After approximately 200 years of weakness and disorganization 
attendant upon the disintegration and collapse of pharaonic power at 
the twilight of the Old Kingdom, Egypt once more emerged as a unified 
and vigorous nation at around the second millenium B. C. The energetic 
kings of the Eleventh Dynasty gradually evolved, through conquest and 
alliances, dominion over the various nomes (districts) which had enjoyed 
a feudal independance since the collapse of royal power. So firmly 
entrenched, however, were the feudal barons, that neither the Eleventh 
Dynasty kings nor the powerful and often brilliant kings of the Twelfth 
Dynasty were able to achieve complete domination, until the Pharaoh 
Senwosret III finally succeeded in replacing the troublesome nobles with 
his own representatives. 
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Once reintegration of Egypt had been achieved, the pharaohs of the 
Twelfth Dynasty turned to foreign conquest. It was natural for these 
kings, whose origins were in Upper Egypt, to look first toward Nubia, 
joined to Upper Egypt by the great Nile waterway. The dynastic policy 
of Nubian subjugation was quite successful. As a result, vastly-increased 
wealth flowed into the country from the lands to the south, both as trib- 
ute and through trade. The amount of gold so received was sufficient to 
make it an increasingly important item in exchange. 

Two important factors emerged during the Middle Kingdom that 
were to influence the economy of the country throughout the following 
two millenia. Both were directly concerned with media of exchange. 
First, gold replaced silver as the most precious metal. Second, the valua- 
tion of goods, services, cattle, etc., in terms of copper became standard 
practice. 

In general, the established ratio of silver to gold now became 1 to 
1.67. There was little deviation from this standard until the era of the 
New Kingdom. During the period of the Middle Kingdom, silver became 
an increasingly important medium of exchange, due to the increasing 
quantities available and to its revaluation. 

The significance of the emergence of copper as a generalized standard 
of value cannot be overestimated. The common recognition and accept- 
ance of a specific commodity in terms of relative value as to other com- 
modities is the all-important primary step in the evolution from a barter 
to a money economy. That the commodity so established was copper, 
rather than some other of greater intrinsic worth, was fortunate, in that 
it could be applied to even the very simple transactions of the fellahin. 

In general, although barter was still the predominant instrument of 
trade, the various media of exchange noted in use in the Old Kingdom 
became of increasing importance. The gold and copper rings circulated 
more commonly, as did copper utensils. Large sacks of corn of a particu- 
lar weight seemed to have a standard value, and often were used as a 
medium of exchange. Silver ornaments became more commonly used. 
Stone and pottery utensils, however, became less commonly used as 
media of exchange. 


NEW KINGDOM, 1567-1080 B. C. 

The decline of the Middle Kingdom, which set in rapidly with the 
end of the Twelfth Dynasty, saw a gradual reversion to the chaotic 
conditions which had so weakened the country a few centuries before. 
Egypt was thus an easy prey for those historically enigmatic foreign 
invaders, the Hyksos, who overran the Delta toward the end of the 
Thirteenth Dynasty. They occupied Memphis about 1675 B. C., and 
gradually extended their conquests southward. 

The New Kingdom emerged as the result of the vigorous and sus- 
tained efforts of the warlike Seventeenth Dynasty kings to maintain 
their precarious foothold in the Theban area, and later, to drive the 
hated Hyksos from all Egypt. Ahmose, variously reckoned as the last 
king of the Seventeenth Dynasty or as the founder of the Eighteenth 
Dynasty, culminated the efforts of his predecessors by not only driving 
the last of the Hyksos out of Egypt, but by actually pursuing them into 
Palestine. 
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The powerful kings of the Eighteenth Dynasty, particularly the 
Pharaohs Thutmose I and Thutmose III, capitalized on the emergence 
of this warlike spirit, and through might of arms created an empire that 
stretched from the Euphrates River in Asia to Napata, in the heart of 
Africa. Although much of this empire was lost by the Pharaoh Akhena- 
ten, a religious fanatic, during the period 1370 to 1340 B. C., Horemheb 
and his successors of the Nineteenth Dynasty re-established sway over 
much of the same territory. Decay set in rapidly after the reign of 
Harnesses III, the last great king of the Twentieth Dynasty, and from 
about 1150 B. C. on, it was merely a matter of time until Egypt would 
suffer invasion from one or another of the great powers arising near 
her borders.

During the period of empire, which could be considered as lasting 
from 1530 to 1150 B. C., major changes took place in the economic 
picture of Egypt. Through booty, tribute, placating gifts and a swollen 
trade, wealth and merchandise from all over the known world poured 
into Egypt. Thebes, risen into prominence during the Middle Kingdom, 
now, as seat of Empire, surpassed Memphis as chief city of Egypt. 
Urban life in these cities, as well as others in the Delta, wrought its 
changes in the economy and in the techniques of exchange. Slaves from 
the foreign conquests contributed both to the amount and variety of 
materials and handicrafts produced. 

As a result of all these developments, media of exchange became 
more highly standardized. Copper became the unit or ''money” of 
account. Values of most commercial transactions, deeds to property, 
contracts for services, etc., were recorded by the scribes in terms of 
copper. Plate 2 illustrates a group of copper utensils of this period, of 
types frequently used as payment for various obligations. 

At the same time, silver was also a basic medium of exchange, and 
indeed, the Egyptian term for silver was also used to denote "money.” 
In general, silver was worth 40 times as much as an equivalent weight 
of copper. Gold, which changed hands less frequently, was generally 
worth 80 times the same weight in copper. Gold and copper rings of 
fixed weight now circulated commonly, and were supplemented by 
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increasing numbers of silver rings. These metal rings reached the full 
status of “money” during the Eighteenth Dynasty, due to the emergence 
of the practice of evaluating goods and services in terms of rings, as 
well as of weight. Plates 3 and 4 illustrate gold and copper rings of 
this period, in actual size.

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The standard unit of weight in Ancient Egypt was the “deben/’ 
which at the time of the Eighteenth Dynasty was the equivalent of about 
91 grams. The deben was made up of ten “kidet” or ‘‘qedet.” Rings, used 
as units of value, were commonly encountered at the following weights: 
gold, one-twelfth deben (.83 kidet, or 7.58 grams) ; silver, one-sixth deben 
(1.66 kidet, or 15.17 grams). Gold and silver rings of a deben each were 
also used. 

Fraudulent '‘clipping” or “shaving” of metal rings offered little 
hope of reward. Not only were rings carefully weighed by the parties to 
a transaction, but also by public weighers, appointed to certify the 
amount of goods bought and sold. 

Grain still maintained its position as a medium of exchange, and 
was frequently substituted for copper in various transactions, on a 
relatively fixed basis. In Ramesaide times (Nineteenth and Twentieth 
Dynasties), one deben of copper was considered the equivalent of one 
sack of grain. The “sack” contained the equivalent of approximately two 
bushels, by modern standards. 

One cannot discuss media of exchange of Pharaonic Egypt without 
emphasizing the importance of linen cloth. During the New Kingdom 
period in particular, this highly valued product was freely used in 
payment of various obligations. So readily acceptable was it, that it is 
believed that many households stocked extra quantities solely for 
exchange purposes. 

A rough idea of relative values characteristic of the Empire Period, 
may be gained from the following purchases, gleaned from actual con- 
temporary records unearthed in modern times: 3^ rings for one linen 
garment of fine quality; 8 rings for one ox; 8 rings for the services of 
one comely female slave for 3 days (sic!). It has been suggested by a 
world-famous archaeologist with a delightful sense of humor that the 
last transaction probably represents an expense-account entry of the 
Ancient Egyptian equivalent of a traveling salesman! 

LATE DYNASTIC PERIOD, 1085-341 B. C. 

Decline set in rapidly after the reign of the energetic and able 
Ramesses III, the last great Pharaoh of the New Kingdom. The weak- 
ness of the Twenty-first Dynasty, whose kings could not always control 
all of Egypt, together with the disruption occasioned by the assumption 
of royal status by the high priests of the state god Amen, with the 
connivance of the army, contributed both to the destruction of Egyptian 
prestige abroad, and to internal decay at home. Dynastic power was 
seized by Libyan immigrants and later by Ethiopian kings who invaded 
from the south and subjugated the country. Finally, the Assyrians 
invaded Egypt in 671 and 663 B. C., defeating the Ethiopian kings of 
the Twenty-fifth Dynasty, and thoroughly sacking Memphis and Thebes. 

Out of the Assyrian disasters emerged Ancient Egypt’s last great 
period under native rulers. After the withdrawal of Assyrian arms, 
Psamtik, a prince of Sais, founded the Twenty-sixth Dynasty. By 651 
B. C., he had succeeded in gaining control of the whole country and in 
shaking off Assyrian overlordship. He was succeeded by four more strong 
pharaohs. Under this Saite Dynasty Egypt enjoyed a period of renais- 
sance and great prosperity. Foreign conquests again established an 
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empire, and trade prospered. Greek traders and artisans became familiar 
in the Delta region, encouraged by the pharaohs, who relied more and 
more on their excellent fighting qualities in time of need. Due to the 
revival of native art and the perfection of certain handicraft techniques, 
many Egyptian products found a wide demand throughout the Mediter- 
ranean area. 

The termination of the Saite Dynasty and its accompanying renais- 
sance was accomplished, not by the now familiar decay of political 
disintegration, but by invasion and military defeat at the* hands of the 
powerful Persian Empire. A few months after the accession of the sixth 
and last pharaoh, Psamtik III, in 525 B. C., Cambyses led his hordes into 
Egypt and established a Persian suzerainty that was broken only once, 
for about sixty years, until the conquests of Alexander the Great, 
around 330 B. C. 

This single emergence of Egyptian autonomy saw the establishment 
of the short-lived Twenty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, and Thirtieth Dynasties, 
of which Nectanebo I and Nectanebo II are the best-known pharaohs. 
By the time of the Thirtieth Dynasty, Pharaoh Teos felt that Egypt was 
secure enough that Asiatic conquest might be attempted. His brother’s 
treachery, however, aborted his initial successes in that direction. His 
successor, Nectanebo II was the last native king of ancient Egypt. 

The Saite Pharaohs took an unusual interest in the development of 
trade. They encouraged the activities of the Greek traders and protected 
them against occasional demands for their expulsion. They fostered a 
rapid growth in the exportation of corn. The Pharaoh Necho even spon- 
sored a marine expedition that circumnavigated Africa, as a result of 
his interest in trade routes. This interest in commerce was maintained 
also by the pharaohs of the last two dynasties. 

Use of the media of exchange noted in the discussion of the New 
Kingdom continued with little change through the Twenty-sixth Dynasty. 
The need for a coinage began to develop to a significant point at this 
time, stimulated by such factors as the growth of individual enterprise, 
the introduction of more modern trading practices by the Greek traders, 
and the increasing trend toward town and city life. 

The first coins to reach Egypt were undoubtedly from Lydia, and 
may have represented part of the gifts sent by Croesus, last king of that 
country, in his attempts to secure the aid of the Twenty-sixth Dynasty 
Pharaoh Amasis against the Persians. In any event, they would have 
represented nothing more than curiosities, and did not enter into the 
economic life of the country. 

Coins first became established as a medium of exchange under the 
Persian kings who formed the Egyptian Twenty-seventh Dynasty. Early 
Greek coins from various states were supplemented by Persian darics 
during the reign of Darius I. Persian coins were also actually struck 
for use in Egypt, but as they were on an Attic standard, rather than 
Egyptian, they can not be considered as an Egyptian coinage. 

Characteristically enough, although coins were by this time in 
general use throughout the eastern Mediterranean area, the Egyptians 
did not readily accept their use. It was only gradually that these pieces 
took their places among the various other media of exchange with 
which we are familiar. 
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The establishment of an Egyptian coinage did not take place until 
after the Alexandrian conquests and the subsequent founding of the 
Ptolemaic Dynasty. However, in the author’s opinion, one pre-Ptolemaic 
attempt was made. A rare small gold coin, bearing on one side the 
hierogl 3 q)h for '‘gold” (nub) and on the other the figure of a spirited 
horse, has unsually been vaguely attributed to the “Ptolemaic period.” 
We tend to agree with the eminent Egyptologist Sir Gaston Maspero, 
however, that this piece is actually pre-Ptolemaic. For reasons too 
lengthy to be discussed here, the author is inclined to attribute this 
piece to Nectanebo II of the Thirtieth Dynasty, and to consider it as a 
“pattern coin,” struck in limited quantity for some coinage plan which 
the Pharaoh failed to develop.

In general, the major types of coins most frequently met with 
during the late Dynastic Period are probably best represented by the 
Athenian tetradrachm, the Persian daric, and, just prior to the estab- 
lishment of the Ptolemaic Dynasty, the Alexander tetadrachm. These 
are illustrated in Plate 5. 


A PERSPECTIVE 

In tracing some three thousand years of development of media of 
exchange in Ancient Egypt we have perhaps tended to distort our per- 
ception of the relationship of barter to the total economic picture. It 
must not be forgotten that at all times barter was the basic and common 
means of exchanging products and services. Indeed, away from the 
towns and cities, it was the only means. So fundamental is barter to 
the Egyptian fellah and countryman, that even today away from the 
cities, it forms their principal means of exchange.

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ROYAL MINT’S MELBOURNE BRANCH OLD 
ESTABLISHED INSTITUTION

Silver and bronze coins for use and circulation in Australia are 
minted in Melbourne, capital of Victoria, v^here one of the two Aus- 
tralian branches of the Royal Mint is established. 



The Administration Building in William Street, one of the landmarks of 
Melbourne, was opened June 12, 1872. 


The Melbourne branch is located in William Street, and was opened 
on June 12, 1872. It comprises a land area of 310 by 332 feet and the 
building was constructed by the Victorian Public Works Department. 

It is one of the landmarks of Melbourne and employees in the Mint 
number 135. 

The Melbourne Mint has a daily output of 250,000 coins. In addi- 
tion to minting all the silver coinage for Australia and for the Territory 
of New Guinea, it also produces most of the pennies and half pennies. 

The silver for these coins arrives at the Mint from Broken Hill (New 
South Wales), Port Pirie (South Australia) and Port Kembla (New 
South Wales) in the form of ingots of nearly pure metal. Alloys are 
made of the metals, and they are stored in the melting department until 
required to be minted. In the coining department they are weighed 
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on a balance that can deal with 2,000 ounces at a time, and give a cor- 
rect weight to one hundredth of an ounce.

In 1931 the Australian mints at Melbourne and Perth ceased to 
mint sovereigns and half sovereigns. They have since practically disap- 
peared from circulation. The Sydney branch of the Mint was closed in 
1926.

Price for sovereigns offered by Australian banks is £A3-12-0 ($8.09 
approximately) and half sovereigns £Al-16-0 ($4.04 approximately). 
Until 1910 the coins used for currency in Australia were the United 
Kingdom gold, silver and bronze coins. The gold coins in general circu- 
lation were sovereigns, minted by the Royal Mint in England, or the 
branches in Australia, Canada and South Africa.

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British token coins in general circulation were the half crown, 
florin, shilling, sixpence and threepence of silver, and the penny and 
half-penny of bronze. The Coinage Act of 1909 authorized the Australian 
Treasurer to issue Australian silver and bronze coins of the denomina- 
tions mentioned except the half-crown. The first coins of distinctive

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Australian design appeared under this Act in 1910. The old United 
Kingdom coins continued to be legal tender, but arrangements were 
made with the British government to withdraw them from circulation 
at the rate up to £100,000 ($225,000) per annum. 

In 1936 the Coinage Act 1909 was amended to permit the issue of 
an additional silver coin, the crown — value 5/- ($0.56 approximately). 

In 1947 legislation reduced the silver content of Australian silver 
coins from 92.5 per cent to 50 per cent. First issue of these new coins 
was in July, 1947. Some of them were dated 1946.

The processes used in the making of the various coins are insep- 
arably associated with a long series of weighings and measurings, and 
a system of checking and counter-checking, so that even a three-penny 
piece cannot go astray without it being noticed. 

The original metal bars go through powerful rollers many times, 
and are squeezed a little flatter each time, until the metal is just the right 
thickness for whatever coin is being made. 

The rolled-out bars are called flllets, and before they go to the auto- 
matic punches, which cut out the coin blanks, a test blank is cut from 
each, and is checked for exact weight. If it is a shade too heavy the 
flllet goes back for further rolling. If on the light side it is put aside 
to be dealt with by a hand punch. This will cut from it coin blanks a 
little bigger than the ordinary. These coins being bigger will have the 
correct weight. 

A hot solution of trisodium phosphate removes grease from the 
blanks before they are put through machines which give them the raised 
edges familiar on all coins. Annealing, or softening by heat, is necessary 
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before the coins can be actually struck. 

In the coining presses the blanks are placed in a chute from which 
they are fed singly onto the bottom die by a circular grip on to the 
automatic feeding attachment. Immediately the top die descends a 
collar round the bottom die ascends and a coin is struck. Obverse, 
reverse and milling are all produced in one blow. 



Edges of coin blanks to be made into pennies are raised by this machine, 
and the blanks are in this way brought to a uniform size. 
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The blanks for pennies are stamped on both sides simultaneously by dies 
in the press. 


Since their establishment, the Australian branches of the Royal 
Mint have been primarily concerned with the refining of gold, minting 
of Imperial gold coins, and production of bars and ingots of gold bullion 
for export. Minting of Imperial gold coins was discontinued in Septem- 
ber, 1931. In 1916 the Melbourne branch took over from the Royal Min t, 
London, the minting of Australian silver coins, and from 1919 bronze 
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coins. The branch has also minted token coins for the Territory of New 
Guinea. 

As Australian silver and bronze coins are token coins, and as their 
face value is greater than the value of the bullion they contain, a profit 
is made by the Australian branches of the Royal Mint on their issue. 
This profit is paid to Australian Consolidated Revenue. 

For the year 1945-46 the gross profit on Australian silver coins was 
£A595,684 ($1,340,289) and for bronze coins £A8,915 ($20,058.75). Dur- 
ing 1946-47, a considerable quantity of new silver coin was minted, but 
not issued until 1947-48. For this reason the figures disclose a loss for 
that year. 

The deposits of gold at the Melbourne Mint were 265,625 ounces 
gross in 1947 calendar year. For 1949 the total was 284,422 ounces gross. 

With the other branches, the Melbourne Mint issues gold bullion for 
the use of local manufacturers such as jewelers and dentists, and for 
export. Value of the bullion issued to jewelers and others at Melbourne 
in 1947 was £A349,682 ($786,784) and in 1949 £A424,980 ($956,205).

SUBSIDIARY COINAGE IN THE AMERICAS IN 1949 
AND PURE NICKEL COINAGE OF THE WORLD, 1881-1950 
By EDWARD F. FEELY

Note: The Information and statistics given below in abbreviated form are taken from 
a report in Spanish on subsidiary coinage compiled each year by the writer and 
distributed to persons and institutions interested or engaged in the production of 
coins throughout Latin America. This report covers the year 1949 and includes a 
summary of pure nickel coinage developments throughout the world since publication 
of the last report. The data on which this summary is based have appeared in 
various bulletins, yearbooks and other official and private publications and are 
considered accurate. The opinions expressed are those of the author and are of his 
sole responsibility. 


INTRODUCTION 

United States: The economic year of 1949 opened in the United 
States with a threatened crisis, reflected in a marked decline in commer- 
cial activities generally, a steady fall in the wholesale price level and a 
progressive decline in industrial production, in comparison with previous 
years. By mid-year, however, a reaction had set in, and at year’s end 
recovery was well under way and the country resumed the ascending 
rhythm of production and consumption which has been a marked feature 
of its postwar economy. 

Latin America: A similar and perhaps complementary reaction was 
a feature of the general economy of the Latin-American countries in 
1949, although in varying degrees in the different countries. 

The low level of prices of their principal exportable commodities 
which prevailed during the early months of the year, took a sudden 
upward turn in the second semester, following an increased demand for 
raw materials in the principal industrial countries of the world, and at 
the same time the restrictions on imports and the control of exchange 
which had been set up by most Latin-American countries for the pro- 
tection of their metallic reserves began to take effect. The result was 
that for the first time in many years, Latin America as a whole began to 
show a substantial export balance, with the consequent salutary effect 
upon their economies generally. This favorable commercial movement 
continued throughout the first half of 1950. 
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DEVALUATION OF CURRENCIES 
Another event which had an adverse effect upon international busi- 
ness and finance in 1949 and whose real effects may not yet be entirely 
apparent, was the devaluation of the currencies of sonie 30 odd countoes 
of the world, following the example of the United Kingdom and which 
constituted the most extensive readjustment of currencies ever known, 
according to the International Monetary Fund. This worldwide devalua- 
tion movement was followed by an inflation of money and credit in the 
principal industrial countries, which still continues and has been aggra- 
vated by the conflict in Korea in 1950. 

The combination of these various factors had a direct effect upon 
the demand for fractional coins and at the end of the year, the mints of 
the world found themselves unable to keep up with the demand for 
minor coins. 


RAW MATERIALS 

Copper: Production* of Copper in 1949 amounted to 2,118,372 tons 
of which the United States produced only 907,652 tons, as against an 
average consumption of 100,000 tons per month, not counting deliveries 
to stock piles which amounted to over 160,000 tons for the year. 

The price which in January, 1949, was 23 cents per pound, reached 
a low for the year of 15 cents and closed at 18 cents in December. 

Import Duties — After a prolonged debate in the United States 
Senate the exemption from import duties (2 cents per pound) on Copper 
was extended to June 30, 1950. 


SILVER 

Production of silver by the American countries in 1949, according to 
the Annual Report of Handy & Harmon** amounted to about 123,500,000 
fine ounces, or a slight increase over the 121,000,000 ounces they pro- 
duced in 1948. 

Coinage — Internal Circulation : During the year only 5 Latin- Amer- 
ican countries issued silver coins, viz., Colombia, Cuba, Guatemala, 
Mexico and Venezuela, and the total consumption for their domestic use 
fell to 4,968,484 fine ounces, compared to 30,278,695 fine ounces for the 
year 1948. 

Mexico: This notable decrease in the consumption of silver for coin- 
age is explained by the fall in the exchange value of the Mexican peso, 
and the consequent suspension by Mexico in June, 1949, of their silver 
coinage program. Mexican consumption for domestic coinage amounted 
to 900,200 fine ounces, represented by 4,000,000 pieces of quaternary 
silver (50% silver content). 

Foreign Coinage: While the use of silver by Mexico for its own 
coinage program was far below the average, it was compensated by 
several silver coinage orders from China and Saudi Arabia which con- 
sumed 20,702,516 fine ounces, and by orders from the Banco de Mexico 
for special pieces for Export involving 7,478,425 additional ounces.

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New Quaternary Allay: A notable event in the history of silver 
coinage was the discovery and perfection of a new quaternary silver 
alloy by the Director of the Mexican Mint, Eng. Carlos T. Martinez, who 
has achieved the distinction of producing with a silver content of only 
30% a white coin whose properties and characteristics are superior in 
some respects to alloys much richer in silver, and consequently more 
expensive. The new alloy appeared in circulation early in 1950 in two 
denominations, 50 centavos and 25 centavos. A 1 peso piece of the same 
composition is to be added to the system later. 

Coin Type: Another worthy of mention introduced by the Mexican 
Mint with the new issue is the use for the first time on a coin of a three- 
quarter profile in the heads of Morelos and Cuauhtemoc which adorn the 
obverse of the new 1 peso and 50 centavo pieces respectively. The effect 
is to enhance the beauty of the design, and to give the appearance of a 
much higher relief than the ordinary full face or profile type. The 50 
centavo piece is reproduced below. 



United Kingdom: The withdrawal from circulation of the more than 
2 billion quaternary silver coins and their replacement with cupro-nickel 
coins of the same denominations will take approximately 20 years to 
accomplish and it is estimated that the net profit on the operation will 
exceed £30,000,000 at the present prices of the metals involved. Over 

27.000. 000 fine ounces of silver was recovered in 1949 from the coins 
withdrawn from circulation. 

India: The Ministry of Finance announced in April, 1949, that the 
Indian Government is building a refinery for the recovery of the 

300.000. 000 ounces of silver contained in the quaternary silver coins of 
India and Pakistan, now being replaced with pure nickel coins. 

Price: The price of silver in New York was unusually stable during 
the year under review, opening at US 70% cent per ounce and closing 
the year at 73% cents, with hardly any fluctuations in the last 4 months 
of the year. 

Statistics: Table I below shows the rate of exchange in dollars for 
each monetary unit as of December, 1948, the bullion parity, or the price 
of silver at which the silver content of the monetary unit is equal in 
value to the exchange value of the unit in dollars, and the consumption 
by countries for 1949.

NICKEL AND NICKEL ALLOY COINS 
Production and Consumption: The total nickel production of the 
world amounted in 1949 to 146.059 tons, of which Canada produced about 
80%, or 116.419 metric tons. 
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Although the demand for subsidiary coinage continued throughout 
the Americas during the year on an increasing scale, adverse economic 
conditions and especially the low relative exchange value of the monetary 
units of most countries militated against the use of nickel and its classical 
alloy cupro-nickel, which had been for many years the basis of practically 
all American minor coinage systems. Aluminum bronze (Cu 92% A1 
8%) and ordinary bronze (95% Cu Zn Sn 5% or variations) are the 
substitutes most commonly being used. 

The consumption of nickel for coinage by the American countries 
in 1949 amounted to 538,110 lbs. compared with about 600,000 lbs. for 
1948, distributed as follows:

World Consumption: The total consumption of nickel for coinage 
purposes in 1949 throughout the world exceeded 6,000,000 lbs. as against 
a world consumption of about 8,000,000 lbs. for the same purpose in 1948. 
India, Pakistan and Hyderabad, where pure nickel coins are being sub- 
stituted for silver in 3 denominations, were the largest consumers of 
nickel for coinage in 1949, as well as in 1948. 

Burma: The Government of Burma announced the adoption of pure 
nickel for the 1/2 and Rupee coins, leaving for later consideration the 
issuance of 1 Rupee coins of the same metal. The new Burmese coins 
which we reproduce below are unusually attractive in appearance, and 
remarkable for their perfection of design and detail. 





India: Since 1946, where India adopted pure nickel as the basis of 
its metallic system of coinage up to 1949, India, Pakistan and Hyderabad 
have imported over 7,000 metric tons of nickel in the form of blanks 
which have been struck by the Bombay and Calcutta Mints. 

The 1950 issue of Indian pure nickel coins in 3 denominations carries 
the inscription '‘Government of India*' for the first time, and the coins 
are reproduced below. 
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With the two Burmese coins referred to above, and the 3 new “Gov- 
ernment of India” coins issued in 1950, 129 different coins of pure nickel 
had been issued up to and including 1950, by 43 countries. 

Canada: As the year 1951 marks the second centennial of the dis- 
covery and separation of the element nickel by the Swedish Cronstedt, 
the Government of Canada, in commemoration of the event authorized 
the issuance of a new 5-cent piece in pure nickel to bear date of 1951, 
and offered a prize for the most suitable design for the reverse of the 
new coin. 



The design submitted by the artist Stephen Franka was selected 
and it consists of a stylized reproduction of a metal refinery, with the 
words “nickel” 1751-1951, and the denomination “5 cents,” over 3 maple 
leaves. The obverse of the coin will bear the head of the King as in 
previous issues of the 5-cent piece. 

Table No. Ill, contains a list of the countries that have issued pure 
nickel coins, the year of authorization and first issue in each case, the 
denominations coined, and the number of different coins and designs 
issued by each country.

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THE BOGUS $20 CONFEDERATE NOTE

Among the mysteries of the note issues of the Confederacy perhaps 
the most outstanding and well known is a $20 note dated July 25, 1861, 
and having a design of a female riding on a deer as a center vignette and 
a vignette of an Indian smoking a pipe on the left. (Figure 1, upper note.) 
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This note was not issued by the Treasury of the Confederate States 
of America. This definite statement is made only after a thorough search 
of the existing records of the Confederate Treasury. Nothing can be 
found to indicate the issue of any such note, only one note of $20 denom- 
ination was issued under the Act of May 16, 1861, and this is the type 
listed by Bradbeer^ as 23-33, and by Chase^ as 110 (Figure 1, lower note). 

However some doubtful evidence would indicate that the note under 
discussion was in existence during the Civil War and was actually circu- 
lated in the Confederacy. The origin of this note is uncertain, however 
the author has postulated a theory concerning it which will be sub- 
sequently discussed in this article. 

It is thought that a history of this enigmatical note, as it has been 
mentioned in various numismatic works and the various remarks con- 
cerning its authenticity would be of interest to the reader. Such a reca- 
pitulation follows: 

3. Emmet, 1867: “Counterfeit, dated July 25, 1861, has, in center, a female 

riding a deer; and in lower left corner an Indian smoking.” 

4. Lee, 1875: “$20, No printer named. Letter A. This note is taken from a 

facsimile, and has the XX’s, 20, and Twenty in red on face.” 

5. Haseltine, 1876: “No. 10, $20. Female riding a deer in center; seated Indian 

smoking a pipe in lower left corner; (Dr. Lee, in his work on the cur- 
rency of the Confederate States, mentions that the photograph of this 
note was taken from a facsimile); a genuine note must be very rare.” 

6. Bechtel, 1877: “No. 10, $20. Richmond. Female riding a deer in center, 

seated Indian smoking a pipe lower left corner.” 

7. Bangs (Lyman Low) 1885: “(H No. 10) does not exist. It was a fraud 

copied from a design used in 1863 on Monroe Co. Tenn., notes.” 

8. Massamore, 1889: “No. 22, $20. Female riding a deer in the center. An 

Indian seated by a barrel smoking a pipe in lower left corner. XX, 20 
and Twenty in red. A A. 

“I have always regarded this note (No. 22) as a fraud. The one in my 
collection and all others that have come under my observation are 
undoubtedly frauds, will not call them counterfeits, as I have no knowl- 
edge of there ever having been a genuine note of this type issued. A 
conflict of opinion exists among collectors on this subject, and the 
mystery surrounding it is one of the many fascinations connected with 
collecting. A very intelligent collector of Confederate notes, said to me 
not long since: T know positively that genuine notes of this type were 
issued.’ One thing is certain, all collectors want one of the notes.***” 
(Author’s note: Massamore quotes a price of $5 for this note.) 

9. Barker, circa 1893: “No. 10, $20. Richmond. Female riding a deer in center, 

seated Indian smoking a pipe in lower left corner. Very Rare $10 to 

$ 100 . 

10. Allen, 1917: “The $20.00 Bill of July 25th, 1861. No. 13 in this Series. 
In center, picture of female riding a deer. The central design is to be 
seen on an old East Tennessee note, and also on a $2.00 ‘promise to pay’ 
note issued by G. W. Holt, New Orleans, Jan. 1, 1862. This note is dated 
July 25, 1861, series ‘A,’ No. 43,816, and is BOGUS, or, in other words, 
a fraud. Note the distinction between bogus and counterfeit. It is not 
a counterfeit, for the archives of the Confederacy do not show that 
any such bill was ever issued, yet every collector of Confederate money 
wants and has in his collection one of these notes. As late as the year 
1890 this bill was thought to be a regular issue of the Confederacy. 
Haseltine in his catalog thought it was. Massamore, in his catalog 
(1889), speaks of the conflict of opinion in regard to it. The mystery 
surrounding it is one of the many fascinations connected with collect- 
ing. The following is given for what it is worth: ‘Mr. Wm. P. Pumphrey, 
who was one of the Confederate Oflicials in Richmond, claimed that 
the bill was genuine and that he had all that was left of them.’ En- 
graver and printer unknown. There is a tradition that at least one 
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man was hung in the South for putting out bogus notes, but so far as 
known no one was punished for issuing this one. One Samuel Upham, 
of Philadelphia, was said to have counterfeited twelve types of counter- 
feit notes. Some are well done, but the signatures nearly always betray 
them. Upham is said to have never been molested. The back of this 
note has no printing.’' 

No mention is made of this note in the authoritative works of 
Thian^i and Bradbeer.^ The note is discussed in detail by Chase^ and is 
definitely branded by him as “Bogus.’* In a later work by Fuller^^ it is 
described and listed as perhaps being genuine. 

Several different varieties exist, many of them, especially those with 
a type set reverse are patently of postwar origin. All specimens that 
have been noted by the author (some several hundred) and those which 
are referred to in other works are crude wood cuts. Although varying 
in the color overprint on the obverse and in reverse design all have in 
common the fact that they are plate letter “A” and bear the facsimile 
signatures of C. C. Thayer “For Register’’ and John Ott “For Treasurer’’ 
with the “FOR” omitted.

It has been rather difficult to ascertain just which variety was the 
original but from the description in Emmet’s^ table of 1867 and the 
illustration in Lee’s^ book the variety listed by the author as B-110 A 
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has been given that place. Some seven different main varieties have been 
noted and these are described and classified in the following table. The 
classification of Chase, B-110, is used with alphabetical suffixes:

Illustrations of the different reverses will be found in figures 3 and 4. 
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The author’s theory concerning the origin of this note is as follows. 

It will be noted that the legends “Two Years After Date The Con- 
federate States Of America” “Receivable in payment of all dues except 
export dues” and “Fundable in Confederate States Stock bearing Eight 
per Cent interest” of B-110 bear a remarkable likeness in format and 
style to Chase 110 (Figure 1, lower note), the genuine note of this issue. 
It was the custom and practice of the various lithographers employed by 
the Confederate Treasury Department to use such “stock” vignettes, 
medallions and ornamental dies as were on hand to ornament the notes. 
The legends were entered by hand. An examination of the notes prepared 
by the three firms of lithographers printing notes of the issues dated 
July 25, 1861, and September 2, 1861, will bear this out. Many of these 
designs can be traced to other bank notes of the period and very few if 
any of them have any relation to the Confederacy, as such. These firms 
were: Hoyer and Ludwig, Richmond; B. Duncan, Richmond and Colum- 
bia, and J. T. Paterson (& Co), Richmond and Columbia.

The actual process of preparing the design probably consisted of the 
selection and setting up of the one desired, engraving it on a stone, and 
then by a special process transferring it to the lithographic stone from 
which other transfers were taken for the actual printing of the sheets 
of notes.

It is conceivable that on order from the Treasury officials Hoyer and 
Ludwig (the printers of Chase 110) prepared a design for a $20 note. 
On this essay the design of the Female Riding a Deer in center and an 
Indian smoking on the left was utilized. This design has been observed 
on other contemporary notes. A stone was engraved and several essay 
or proof notes were run off and submitted for approval. The design did 
not meet with approval of the Treasury officials and was rejected. The 
note was not issued and another design, that used on Chase 110, was 
submitted and approved.

It is known that carelessness existed in the printing establishments 
at this time and possibly a specimen of the rejected design (B-110) was 
removed by an unauthorized person and found its way into the hands 
of a counterfeiter. This gentleman was not aware of the fact that it was 
a rejected design and prepared and uttered spurious notes. 

It is the opinion of the author that Samuel C. Upham of Philadelphia 
was responsible for the issue of B-110. This man is known to have printed 
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BALTIMORE COIN CLUB BANQUET

A. N. A. life membership No. 61, is Honorary Life Member No. 1 of the 
Baltimore Coin Club and served as editor of The Numismatist for twenty- 
seven years, from 1915 to 1942. Mr. DufReld also served as President 
of the Baltimore Coin Club from 1913 to 1915. 

Mr. DufReld ’s scholarly contributions to The Numismatist, which 
covered many fields of collecting, over the years, still retain their refer- 
ence value. Colonel Moss said. 

Sixty-six members, their ladies and other guests gathered on this 
occasion to learn more about numismatic literature through a talk by 
Colonel Moss; enjoy an excellent dinner; sing old songs and renew 
friendships. 
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and uttered many different types of spurious Confederate notes, and was 
to say the least, somewhat unpopular with the Confederate officials. As 
a consequence of his overt operations the Confederate Congress passed 
an Act making the passing and/or ownership of counterfeit Confederate 
notes a capital offense. Mr. Upham advertised his wares widely in the 
Union as '‘Mementoes of the Rebellion.'’ 

A counterfeit note known to have been one of his issuance, Cl-109, 
is shown in comparison with a specimen of B-110 (Figure 2). The 
extreme similarity of the general workmanship, the omission of the 
word “FOR” in “FOR TREAS” and the same facsimile signatures of 
Thayer and Ott are self-evident. 

It is difficult to understand how such an obvious imposition was 
regarded as genuine by collectors for so long a time, however such was 
the case. The author will be glad to hear from any collector having a 
variety not listed herein, or having another theory as to its origin. 

The author trusts that this note will be regarded in its true light, 
that of a “Bogus” note or one that was never officially issued by the 
Confederate Treasury Department. It is an interesting item, and as 
stated by Massamore® and Allen^® “yet every collector of Confederate 
notes wants and has one of these notes in his collection.” 
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After all these years, through a period dating before the event we 
are about to celebrate, the familiar expression of the pioneers is again 
current usage. That sage of the sagebrush, Leon Belt, has added “Let’s 
Go!” to “Westward Ho!” This time it has still another meaning — not 
a figure of speech — not a horse opera movie — but a HOTEL. One of 
the finest and most modern in all the Golden West — the very one 
selected to house the Diamond Jubilee Convention of the A. N. A. — the 
Hotel Westward Ho.

Would Alter Reverse Designs 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

The proper displaying of coins is 
quite an art and it could be made 
somewhat easier by a simple change 
that should not involve any diffi- 
culties. 
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At present the United States and 
many other countries see fit to have 
the obverse and reverse of their coins 
struck in such a manner that a dis- 
play showing both sides requires 
either two of each coin shown or a 
head stand by the viewer. 

There are several countries that 
have corrected this (Canada, Eng- 
land, Iceland, India, etc.), and our 
inclination against change merely 
because it is a change, should be over- 
come and the reverse die of our cur- 
rent coins altered. 

This is not urgent or essential but 
I would be highly elated to hear the 
viewpoints of everyone who has occa- 
sion to exhibit any coin.

Spurious Swedish Plate Money 

The following experience may 
prove to be interesting to some of the 
people who collect Swedish Plate 
Money. Recently, I purchased a set 
of % daler, 1 daler, 2 daler and 4 
daler pieces from one of the most 
reputable of dealers. It was a genu- 
ine surprise to find that these pieces 
were not as represented, and, of 
course, this dealer was just as anxious 
to make this right with me as I was 
anxious for him to do so. My 
regard for him is just as high as it 
ever was. However, for the informa- 
tion of everyone who enjoys collect- 
ing these odd and fascinating coins, 
the following differences from the 
real coins should be noted: 

(1) These copies have not been 
made until recently. 

(2) The false coins are definitely 
overweight. While it is known that 
genuine coins vary considerably, any 
coin which comes in the heavier class 
might well be suspected, until proved 
genuine. 

(3) They are made of white cast 
metal over which has been plated an 
excellent coating of copper. This pro- 
duces a slightly grainy appearance 
which is definitely different from the 
smooth surface of genuine coins. In 
fact, this minute roughness can both 
be seen and felt. 

(4) The sound made by striking 
them has an unnatural ring which 
can easily be differentiated from the 
sound made by genuine Plate Money. 

(5) As the final test, a very small 
file mark will reveal that the coin is 
only copper plated and that the body 
of the coin is made of white metal. 


This test, however, should not be nec- 
essary because the other tests are 
definite enough. 

These copies of Swedish Plate 
Money were made only in the last 
few years. They were made in 
Sweden and sold as copies. They are 
excellent copies, made from choice 
originals. There was, obviously, no 
intention of counterfeiting because on 
the back side, these pieces were 
marked with a stamp indicating that 
the coins were copies. However, on 
my coins this copy mark had been 
carefully filed away so as not to be 
noticed. It would not be unreasonable 
to assume that the person who filed 
away these identifying marks did it 
with the same intent as rules the 
heart of any counterfeiter. However, 
he was aided and abetted by the orig- 
inal manufacturer who identified the 
copies by a mark so easily erased. It 
is my personal opinion that any copies 
made of genuine coins should be 
marked so well that if such marks 
were removed no one could fail to 
notice it. Therefore, I feel that the 
original manufacturer should share 
some of the blame for the fact that 
these coins were altered and sold as 
genuine. Integrity is the prized pos- 
session of numismatic dealers and 
should be protected at all costs. 

Of these things, my fellow numis- 
matists may take due notice and 
govern themselves accordingly.

Minor Changes in Federal Reserve 

Notes to Reduce Cost of Printing 

The Federal Reserve notes desig- 
nated Series of 1950 were delivered 


to the Federal Reserve System last 
November and are now occasionally 
appearing in circulation. These new 
notes have the signatures of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and the Treas- 
urer of the United States, the series 
designation, and the identification of 
the issuing Federal Reserve Bank 
overprinted in the same manner as 
the serial numbers and the seal, in- 
stead of engraved as heretofore. 

The serial numbers of the notes are 
slightly reduced from their former 
size, and are now identical in style 
with the serial numbers which appear 
on one dollar silver certificates. The 
identification of the issuing bank and 
the Treasury Seal have also been re- 
duced in size. 

Except for these details the new 
notes are unchanged in design from 
those issued heretofore. 

The notes in the first delivery are 
for the use of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Richmond. The new notes 
are in denominations of $5, $10 and 
$ 20 . 

Several economies will result from 
the new production method. It will 
not be necessary to keep on hand 
large stocks of notes of each denom- 
ination for each of the twelve banks 
of the Federal Reserve System. 
Stocks of notes for each denomina- 
tion, complete except for the data to 
be overprinted, will suffice. Also, it 
will not be necessary to engrave new 
plates when there is a change in 
either of the signatures appearing on 
the notes. 

Elimination of the necessity for 
stocking new notes of each denom- 
ination for each of the Federal Re- 
serve Banks will reduce the number 
of required combinations for stocking 
purposes from 108 to 9. 

The Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing will be able to make certain 
further savings from the more ex- 
peditious scheduling of production.

NUMISMATICS STIMULATE CLASSROOM STUDIES 


The Pingry School Coin Clubs of the Pingry school, in Elizabeth, N. J., 
have embarked upon a new project which, they hope, will be well under way 
by the time Pingry moves into its new building. They are planning to form 
a Pingry Coin Collection that can be used not only by the clubs but as his- 
torical teaching materials for Social Studies and Language classes. 

C. Elliott Knoke, advisor for both clubs, has successfully used coins in 
teaching History for some time. Ancient History can be a very dull subject, 
but when a collection of Greek coins, all over 2,000 years old, picturing the 
Greek gods and goddesses is shown to the students their interest in Greek 
mythology is immediately aroused. The Greeks believed that when a soldier 
died he went to the underworld and had to be ferried across to river Styx in 
order to reach the Elysian Fields, their Paradise. The fare across the river 
was one obole, a small silver coin, which was placed on the tongue of the 
dead. Who knows but that this coin, that the teacher passes around the room, 
may have rested on the tongue of an Athenian warrior who died at Marathon. 

In a similar manner portraits on coins of the Roman emperors can be 
shown to History and Latin classes. Often they are the only contemporary 
likenesses that we have of these famous men who lived 2,000 years ago. 

American History classes can be shown Indian wampum and “pieces of 
eight," the Spanish milled silver dollar of eight reales. How many know that 
this piece of Continental Currency, which is being passed around the class, 
which was used to pay our soldiers in the Revolutionary War, was payable in 
Spanish milled dollars - “pieces-of-eight" - pirate money? Students can also 
be shown the first New Jersey coins, and currency -in pence, shillings and 
pounds - Civil War Confederate bills and fractional currency and money used 
during hard times and depressions, including “wooden nickels," which were 
actually circulated in the 1930s when banks were closed. 

Other History and Geography classes can be shown the money used in each 
country that they are studying. Since coins picture the animals, birds, plants, 
buildings, means of transportation and heroes of their issuing countries much 
is to be learned from them. 

In order to build up this collection, the members of the two Coin Clubs 
are appealing to students, parents, alumni and friends of Pingry to send to 
the school any foreign or old coins or paper money that they do not have any 
use for. The coins will be identified and classified and any duplicates will be 
sold to purchase additional coins and a coin cabinet. The collection will be 
displayed in the Social Studies room and in the Library. Thus Pingry hopes 
to be one of the first schools in the country - if not the first - to have its own 
coin collection. 

The Pingry Coin Clubs have attracted a lot of attention both locally and 
nationally. They have done radio broadcasts and have won medals, ribbons 
and certificates for their coin exhibits. Last year they won a handsome plaque 
for placing second among all A.N.A. junior coin clubs in the country for their 
exhibit during National Coin Week. 

The officers of the Upper School club are William McMeekan, President; 
Edward Ward, Secretary; and Duncan Bennett, Treasurer. The Middle School 
club officers are Richard Deyo, President; Robert Murphy, Secretary; Barry 
Schaefer, Treasurer; and Jay Woolsey, Librarian.

Canadian Numismatic Association 

The first annual meeting of the Ca- 
nadian Numismatic Association, held 
at Ottawa on February 12th, was de- 
voted to the election of officers, a 
review of the first year’s activities of 
the new association and the prep- 
aration of plans for the future. 
Among the out-of-town members 
present was J. Douglas Ferguson, 
Past President of the American Nu- 
mismatic Association. On a motion 
moved by Mr. Ferguson, the present 
officers were unanimously re-elected 
en bloc. The officers for the current 
year are therefore as follows: Hon- 
orary President, L. J. P. Brunet; 
Honorary Vice-President, Dr. W. 
Kaye Lamb; President, Major Sheldon 
S. Carroll; Vice-President, Maurice La- 
fortune; Corresponding Secretary and 
Editor, G. R. L. Potter; Recording 
Secretary and Treasurer, W. C. Ellis; 
Librarian, T. G. Beatty. 

It was noted that the growth in 
membership had been very encourag- 
ing, the total now standing at ap- 
proximately two hundred and fifty. 
Among the important decisions made 
at the meeting were the following: 
Local groups of collectors throughout 
Canada would be encouraged to form 
chapters of the C.N.A., regional direc- 
tors would be appointed or elected in 
order to give broader representation 
on the governing bodies of the as- 
sociation, the membership fee would 
remain at $1.00 for the current year 
and annual meetings in future would 
be held during the summer months. 


Commemorative Nickel and 
Other 1951 Coins 

The 1951 commemorative nickel as 
well as all other denominations, from 
10 to $1, is now available from the 
Ottawa Agent, Bank of Canada, 
Ottawa, Ontario. The cost of the 
complete set is face value — $1.91 plus 
250 for postage and registration. A 
post office or bank money order will 
probably be found to be the most sat- 
isfactory means of remitting. While 
on this subject it should be pointed 
out that there was an error in the 
description of this coin in the March, 
1951 issue of The Numismatist, page 
303. It was stated there that the 
initials on the reverse are S.F. for 
Stephen Frank, this should be S.T. 
for Stephen Trenka. 


Chromium-Plated Dies 

The guest speaker at the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Numismatic 
Association on February 12th was 
Thomas Shingles, Chief Engraver of 
the Royal Canadian Mint. Among a 
great many other interesting things 
concerning the engraving of dies and 
the striking of coins Mr. Shingles 
told his audience why Canadian coins 
of recent years have been so fine in 
appearance that many collectors have 
pronounced the ordinary uncirculated 
Canadian coins to be superior to the 
specimen or proof sets issued by many 
other mints at premium prices. One 
of the reasons is that the dies are 
chromium plated. The result is not 
only a much better strike but the life 
of each working die is tremendously 
prolonged. The process of chromium 
plating directly on the steel dies is, 
so far as Mr. Shingles is aware, prac- 
tised only at the Royal Canadian 
Mint, where this difficult technique 
was developed. 

Addition to Royal Canadian Mint 

The Canadian government has an- 
nounced that an addition to the Royal 
Canadian Mint will be constructed at 
an estimated cost of $396,000. The 
Mint was opened in Ottawa in 1908 
as a branch of the Royal Mint, but 
since 1932 it has been operated by 
Canada as the Royal Canadian Mint. 
World War II placed a great strain 
on the facilities of the Mint with the 
peak being reached in 1943 when over 
150,000,000 coins were struck. After 
the war the demand for coins dropped 
appreciably and then began to rise 
steadily. The new addition will en- 
able the Mint to take care of the 
increased need for coins occasioned 
by Canada’s rapidly expanding econ- 
omy and also provide reserve capac- 
ity to meet future requirements. At 
the time of writing, the construction 
work on the new structure is well 
under way. 

Ottawa Chapter, C.N.A. 

As a result of decisions taken at the 
annual meeting of the Canadian Nu- 
mismatic Association, the Ottawa 
members of the Association met on 
March 12th and organized the Ottawa 
Chapter, C.N.A., the first chapter 
to be so organized. The following 
officers were elected: President, Miss 
H. G. Wilson; Vice-President, Arthur 
Graham ; Secretary-Treasurer, Mrs. 
J. M. McNabb.

Mrs. Alfred Z. Reed of Colorado 
Springs has donated the unsold por- 
tion of her late husband’s library to 
the A.N.A. Mr. Reed, who wrote 
many fine articles for The Numisma- 
tist, not only was an ardent supporter 
of the A.N.A. library, but was a con- 
sistent user of this free service to 
members.

This new volume, as usual, edited by Professor Walter Haevernick, fore- 
most Northwest German numismatist today, contains a series of well-docu- 
mented articles strong in the medieval series. Several recent hoards of Ger- 
man origin are analyzed. Current international literature in the numismatic 
field is discussed and reviewed. Among the competent authors of these articles 
on medieval German coins are curators Berghaus, Wielandt and Fink, special- 
ists Schulenburg and Dorfmann, and others. The physical impression of the 
154-page book is excellent; there are some charts and fine plates. While it may 
perhaps be a matter of regret that no other series is being treated in this vol- 
ume, one might also say that it is indeed the task of a Northwest German 
scientific publication to discuss at length and authoritatively the coins of that 
region.

Van De Nederlandsche Gebiedsdeelen Overzee) 1601-1948. By C. Scholten. 

In March, 1951, the Dutch edition of Scholten's remarkable and extra- 
ordinary study of the Dutch Colonial coins saw the light. Published by my 
cousin, Jacques Schulman in Amsterdam, Scholten, who for 46 years worked 
for the Schulman family and who was taught the interesting numismatics of 
the Orient by grandfather Schulman, finally completed his entire work on 
the coins of the Dutch territories overseas. 

In a handsome broad octavo volume of 176 pages and 20 plates, he incor- 
porated not only the Dutch East Indies, but complete information on the terri- 
tories of Ceylon, South India (Pulicat, etc.). The West Indies, Brazil, etc. His 
book not only replaces Bucknill, which is out of print, but corrects and com- 
pletes same and also adds important information to Codrington (Coins of 
Ceylon) and to Ellis (Malaya), a work almost impossible to find. The West 
Indies (including Demerara, Essequibo, Bertia, and Suriname) are of particu- 
lar interest to our hemisphere.

AMBROSE P. SPENCER, A.N.A. No. 3138 

On March 2, 1951, Ambrose P. Spencer of Cleveland died suddenly at his 
home, 1357 Ardoon Rd., Cleveland Heights, Ohio. He was stricken during his 
sleep with a heart attack and was unable to revive. He was 66 years old. 

Mr. Spencer, a veteran journalism and English teacher, taught in the 
Cleveland Heights Schools for 28 years and for 13 years in Minneapolis, Minn., 
schools. He was widely known in Ohio numismatic circles, having been elected 
three times as president of the Western Reserve Numismatic Club. At the time 
of his passing, he was Secretary-Treasurer of the Club. He was a member of 
the A.N.A. for 24 years. No. 3138, and also was a member of The American 
Numismatic Society. 

Ambrose Spencer formed a remarkable collection of Greek and Roman 
coins. His knowledge of the history and coinage of the ancients was so com- 
plete that he was an authority on the subjects. Mr. Spencer held a unique 
place in the schools and in the Western Reserve Numismatic Club. He was 
deeply respected and esteemed by all who knew him. He will be greatly 
missed in the Club and by a host of friends. 

On March 18, over radio station WSRS, Cleveland, Ohio, there was a 
Memorial Service sponsored by the Cleveland Heights High School, in his 
memory. 

Surviving him are his wife, Florence; three sons, George of Akron, Knox 
of Youngstown and Hugh of Niagara Falls; two daughters, Mrs. Dorothy 
McPherson and Mrs. Mary E. Covert, and grandchildren.

[art will be particularly missed for his 
labors in the role of secretary were 
exceptionally well handled and the new 
secretary will And high standards to 
meet.
